Being naturally thrifty, farm wom­ 
en ire careful buyers. Before mak­ 
ing a purchase, they normally place 
their needs first and their own per­ 
sonal desires, second. In considering 
p ro p er 
re frig e ra tio n ' facilities, 
chances are that they are attracted 
primarily by the savings which such 
facilities can provide — savings in 
food as well as in time. 
At sn operational cost of only a 
few cents per day, food worth many 


times that amount remains fresh on 
the hottest day in a refrigerator. Re­ 
gardless of the weather, the tempera­ 
ture in a refrigerator remain* con­ 
stant and under your control. A re­ 
frigerator also eliminates the time 
end steps required by farm women 
in their efforts to keep vegetables 
crisp and milk and cream sweet in 
the summer by storing such prod­ 
ucts in the basement, pantry or 
storm cellar. Time, being so impor­ 
tant on the average farm, it cannot 
be wasted by prolonging household 
chores. 
Then too. with an electric refrig­ 
erator, the “ice man” never trackt 
up the kitchen; “he”* is the power 
supplier and his deliveries are made 
"by wire.” 
A farm freeter is not a substitute 
for a refrigerator. Rather, it is a 
.per cold appliance for freezing 
vegetables, fruits, meat, etc., and a 
frozen “pantry” for their storage un­ 
til used, weeks or months later. In 
using a freezer, it is wise economy to 
follow closely the instructions which 
the manufacturer has prepared for 
its use. Foods must be properly pre­ 
pared, packaged and sealed before 
being placed in the freezer so that 
they will emerge as tender and fine- 
flavored as when they were put in. It 
is well to remember that good foods 
will stay good in the freezer, but that 
freezing will not improve the quality 
of poor or im p ro p erly processed 
foods. 
For long-time storage of frozen 
foods (six months to a year) zero is 
a satisfactory temperature. A tem­ 
perature of IO degrees Fahrenheit is 
adequate for storage of two to three 
months, and 20 degrees for storage 
of one to two weeks. Exceptions are 
ice cream and frozen foods in syrup, 
which should not be stored, even for 
a comparatively short time, at a tem­ 
perature higher than IO degrees,

Farm M anagers—The business 
ai professional farm m anagem ent 
has grown rapidly in Illinois, and 
questions are asked 
frequently 
about the legal status of farm 
managers. 
Legally the farm m anager is an 
agent of the ow ner who employs 
I him. As such agent he has author- 
) ity to make the ow ner liable on 
I contracts executed in the regular 
course of the farm business. Farm 
m anagers are 
frequently 
given 
the following powers by owners: 
1. To procure 
insurance 
on 
buildings and other farm property 
belonging to th e ’owner and to pay 
the premiums. 
2. To sell grain and livestock 
belonging to the owner. 
3. To purchase seed, feed, fer­ 
tilizer, livestock and m aterials to 
(the extent necessary to meet the 
(ow ner's 
obligation 
under 
the 
* lease. 
4. To plan and supervise the 
. erection of buildings 
and 
im­ 
provements. 
5. To employ skilled labor for 
! building, painting, ditching, fence 
construction or other 
activities 
for which the landlord is respon­ 
sible. 
6. To pay the taxes on farm 
property. 
7. To collect the rent and rem it 
it to the owner. 
8. To discharge 
and 
procure 
farm tenants. 
9. To enforce the landlord’s ben

Farm m anagers may, 
through 
negligence and neglect 
of duty, 
make their em ployers bable to

failure to have a dangerous well-

Farm tenants are 
entitled 
to 
deal w ith the farm m anager in 
place of the owner, except insofar 
as they have bear? informed that 
the m anager does not 
have the

fore making paym ents

m anager of rent or other money 
due the owner, or before accept­ 
ing a lease signed by a m anager, 
it is well for a tenant to inquire 
las to the authority of the m an­ 
ager.
